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A deck is more than a rectangle 
of boards. A well-considered 
design harmoniously extends 
living spaces from the indoors to the 
outdoors to create a functional space 
that can be used year-round. 

Timber is visually appealing and 
a solid construction will last a long 
time with yearly maintenance. And 
advances in manufacturing have led to 
a boom in composite products, which 
look good and need even less upkeep. 
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A back of house renovation 
turned a suburban bungalow 
into a space for a growing family. 

Outdoor entertaining and 
cooking were key factors in the 
design for architect Ed Davis. 

‘There was a tiny deck, but 
nothing to connect the indoors 
with the outdoors, so we added 
this 12m blackbutt deck to extend 
the living spaces,’ he says. 

‘Integral to the design was 
the roof extension. Over the dining 
area, it gives shelter and shade 
while also letting light through. 

‘At the kitchen end of the deck,

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Landscape designer Denise Staffa 
was briefed to create a stylish, 
low-maintenance outdoor living space 
in a high-end investment property. 

She classifies timber as a soft 
material element in landscape design. 

'It softens the hard elements 
and brings warmth to any outdoor 
space/ says Denise. 

'In this garden, I wanted to create 
an easy transition from the residence 
to the backyard and the pool. 

'The decking steps serve the 
function of directing you, as well as 
bringing another texture and tone 
into the space, layering and breaking 
up the hard surfaces/ she says. 


'We used a composite timber 
product for the low-maintenance 
factor. But bear in mind that if these 
products get scratched or damaged 
they can't be repaired, only replaced. 

'Researching the brand is also 
important as some have a major fade 
factor and can heat up and become 
too hot to walk on,' says Denise.

EASY STYLE 


Although set on a picturesque 
property near the Tasman Sea, 
architect Tony Trobe calls this 
an English beach house. 

Relaxed living needs practical 
and easily maintained outdoor 
spaces. This is achieved here with 
an engineered decking product. 

'The material we used is 
a recycled timber composite, so 
it looks like timber but requires 
less maintenance,’ says Tony. 

‘It’s regular in appearance, 
as it is manufactured, and tends 
to have a long life span. 

‘It is also ideal for bushfire 
zones, where you wouldn’t want 
to use lots of timber,' he says. 

‘The installation is a clip 
system, making it relatively easy 
to lay and avoids nail holes, which 
are an aesthetic concern.’ > 






A small kitchen extension on 
this property changed the whole 
planning of the house, and an 
even smaller jarrah deck became 
an outdoor feature. 

Architect Bruce Townsend 
says the brief was to build the 
deck without disturbing or 
damaging any established trees. 

‘We did this by using small 
pads to make the tiniest holes 
in the ground and use the least 
concrete. We also had to design 
a self-cleaning roof,’ says Bruce. 

‘Hidden in the foliage like the 
world’s biggest rainwater head is 
a piece of sculptured steel, which 
provides the deck cover and 
redirects rainwater off the roof. 

‘The self-cleaning method 
means no downpipes, with water 
dripping down the chain instead of 
directly into the garden,’ he says. 





the rear of the garden, we designed 
this 3 x 7m deck/ says Matt. 

'Because you look out onto it from 
the house, it needed to have more 
form and volume than a simple flat 
expanse of decking. 

'It comes off the garage, and the 
extruded cube makes a point of interest 
in an area that would otherwise be 
quite utilitarian and bare.' 


A renovation of this house saw the 


need for improved landscaping and 
outdoor spaces, and architect Matt 
Gibson provided some practical 
solutions in sculptural style. 

'A traditional pergola was built 
off the living spaces and featured 
a thatched roof to provide shade and 
protection from the elements. And

'We began at the top and built the 
6 x 7m pergola at ceiling height with 
the house so it feels like a continuation 
and not an isolated structure.'

This new suburban house build gave 
landscape designer Jim Fogarty 
a clean palette to work with. 

The challenges were screening 
the neighbour’s house from the 
courtyard and meeting the council 
requirement to keep non-penetrable 
surfaces to 65% of land cover. 

‘In the front garden, I really 
wanted to create a large garden 
bed which I could fill with lots of 
green foliage plants,’ says Jim. 


‘Not allowed to add more paving, 
and not wanting to have a small patch 
of lawn to mow, I incorporated a black 
stained floating timber deck to sit 
nicely among the foliage.’

A deck is a fantastic asset to 
the home. It extends living 
and recreation space and 
can provide utility areas to 
add functionality to the household. 

On sloping blocks, they provide 
necessary level areas, or they can be 
nestled into a corner of the garden 
as a secluded oasis to relax in. 

Many decks, particularly those 
exposed to the elements, can suffer 
the ravages of sun and rain. 

While this old deck was in okay 
shape, it had been painted in the past 
and many of the narrow hardwood 
boards were showing signs of rot. 

We ripped up all the old boards, 
reinforced the structure and then 
laid new 140 x 19mm kwila decking 
using a concealed fastening system. 

The job took three days to 
complete and cost about $2020. 
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BUILD 


% LAY THE BOARDS 



Remove the old boards 

Remove the old screws or use a pry bar 
to lift if nailed. Chisel around cammed 
out screws and grind any remaining 
screws or nails off flush with the 
joists. Check the posts, bearers, joists 
and connections for signs of rot and 
rust, correcting any issues as needed. 



Attach the new boards 

Secure the first board to the outer edge 
of the deck with the fastening tool. 

If overhanging, it may be necessary to 
secure the outer edge from underneath 
with angle brackets and screws. Butt 
joints and ends may need predrilling. 
Finish attaching the boards. 



Protect the joists 


Clear and prepare the ground below 
the deck, then spread 40-50mm of 
20mm aggregate, making sure that 
it is clear of all the bearers. Roll out 
damp proof course (DPC) tape along 
the joists, then cut to fit. Tack with 
galvanised clouts to hold in position. 



Cut the overhang 

Use a saw and/or plane to adjust 
the width of the last board as needed 
to provide a neat fit. It may also be 
necessary to secure the outer edge 
of this last board to the bearer from 
underneath using brackets and screws. 
Trim the overhang using a saw. 



Position the boards 

Start at the outside edge and position 
the boards so they overhang the last 
joist. To join, first dock the ends square, 
staggering the joints at least two joists 
apart and allowing the boards to span 
at least two joists. Flip and apply a coat 
of finish to the backs using a roller. 



0 Apply the stain 

If possible, leave the deck to weather 
for 2-6 weeks, then thoroughly 
wash it. When dry, sand lightly with 
a fine-grit paper to remove any raised 
fibres. Following the manufacturer's 
instructions, apply two coats of finish 
with a brush or an applicator. 
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FINISH AND 
PROTECT 


Decking timber, particularly wide boards, 
can cup if exposed to moisture from 
underneath. Low decks are even more 
prone to this due to poor ventilation. 

Our two-step solution was to spread 
20mm aggregate to let the water drain 
through and apply a coat of stain to the 
backs of the boards before securing them. 

If you want to give the deck even more 
protection against water damage, put a damp 
proof course tape, such as Thermakraft

The new boards were laid using a hidden 
fastening system. The Camo Marksman Pro 
tool clamps over the board, setting a 5mm 
space, and guides dedicated screws through 
the side. Use 7g x 48mm Camo Stainless 
Steel Deck Screws, from Bunnings. 

For the finish, we suggest using Cabot’s 
Water Based Deck & Exterior Stain in 
Hunter Grey for a contemporary-looking 
matt finish (cabots. co. nz). >

to crack and fade in our harsh Kiwi 
climate but in less than a day, you can 
rejuvenate weathered surfaces. 

The timber step platform leading 
to this deck was in need of TLC, so 
after a scrub with deck cleaner, it was 
ready to be refinished. 

White Knight Renew It! Wood 
& Concrete Resurfacer, $99 for 4L, 
is a water-based paint that can 
be applied directly to clean, sound 
surfaces (whiteknightpaints.co.nz) . 

It's designed to fill cracks up to 
5mm deep and creates a non-slip matt 
surface that is durable.

T his open deck off the side of 
the house had been recently 
renovated and the old shower 
also needed an upgrade. 

The shower head and taps were 
removed, then a back wall installed 
and a timber screen built DIY. 

Two battens were secured to the 
house at lm and 2m, with a third 
secured to the deck on 5mm packers 
for drainage. Using a concealed 


fastening system, 2m lengths of kwila 
were attached to the battens in line 
with the decking boards. 

The timber wall was capped with 
40 x 40mm kwila, then the shower 
head and taps reinstalled. 

Whites 19mm Screen Up Corner 
Posts were secured to the deck and Rear 
Fix Wall Channels to the shower wall, 
then 140 x 19mm kwila slats were cut 
to length and slotted into place.

0 Prepare the slats 

Cut 36 kwila slats to 900mm long 
using a circular saw, allowing them to 
weather for up to six weeks if possible.

W ell-built decks last for 
decades, but if corners 
were cut when it was 
built, or it's more than 
15 years old, look for these indicators 
that it needs some DIY maintenance. 

Most fixes are fast and inexpensive, 
but if you're not sure the deck is safe, 
get it checked by a building inspector.

Bouncy boards 

If the deck moves when 
walked on, check the 
joist hangers underneath. 

The nail holes should be filled 
to stop the hangers pulling loose 
from the ledger board or outer 
joist. Builders sometimes use just 
a few nails to hold joist hangers 
and forget to add the rest later. 

Use joist hanger nails to 
replace any missing or corroded 
nails. These short, fat galvanised 
clouts are specifically designed to 
support heavy loads and resist 
corrosion from treated timber. >

A deck will wobble if the 
ledger board isn’t properly 
fastened to the house. 

Secure the ledger board with 
90 x 10mm coachscrews every

Drill two 6mm pilot holes 
into the ledger board, offsetting 
them so the base hole is not 
aligned with the top hole. 

Use a drill and impact socket, 
with a socket adaptor, to secure 
the coachscrews and washers. 

TIP Avoid countersinking screws, 
as it tends to weaken the ledger. > 


m Loose posts 

The posts should always sit 
directly under the outer 
joist. If they have been secured to the 
side of the deck, weight is put onto 
the fasteners and nails won't be strong 
enough to hold the load. 

You can reinforce the post and 
balustrade connections using 10mm 
diameter galvanised cuphead bolts. 

Measure the thickness of the posts 
and the surrounding outer joists and 
use bolts that are at least 25mm longer 
than the combined measurement. 

Drill 10mm holes through the outer 
joist and post, tap in the bolts, adding 
a washer and nut on the other side. 

For loose balustrade posts, drill 
two offset holes through the balustrade 
post and outer joist, tap in galvanised 
cuphead bolts and tighten. 

We used 200mm bolts for two 
38mm joists and a 90mm post.

Mould prevention 

Add flashing to make the 
area around the ledger board 
watertight, preventing mould causing 
rot inside the house or on the house 
outer joist, which supports the ledger. 

Go under the deck to check the 
ledger board for a metal or plastic lip 
over the top of the board. If there 
isn't one, add flashing by removing 
the deck board nearest the house. 

For vinyl, timber or other lap 
cladding, work a pry bar underneath 
the cladding to pull out the nails and 
insert the flashing. 

With brick and render, the flashing 
is rarely visible, as ledgers are often 
installed directly over the top.

Lateral deck movement 
i^g will put stress on the 
fasteners and connectors, which 
means the joists can pull away from 
the outer joist or ledger board and 
twist out of vertical position. 

Adding angle bracing will stiffen 
it to prevent sway. Run 90 x 45mm 
treated timber underneath the deck 
from corner to corner, securing with 


two 100 x 3.75mm galvanised nails 
through the brace into each joist. 

If a single length of brace is 
too short, use two braces, making 
sure you overlap them by at least 
two joists. Cut the bracing flush with 
the outside of the deck. 

Or, you can run galvanised hoop 
iron strapping from corner to corner 
as a cross brace, nailing it under 
or on top of the joists.

A dining setting is essential for 
outdoor living, and timber 
has a timeless look that suits 
most backyards, decks or balconies. 

But timber can age and weather 
quickly if left out in the open, leading 
to cracks and even rot. 

To give an outdoor setting such 
as this seven-piece a makeover, clean 


it with a water blaster to remove 
grime and mould, then revitalise 
the timber using Jac Jay Oxalic Acid, 
about $17 for 500g (jacjay.co.nz). 

Sand the timber and apply Sikkens

K nown for her pragmatic 

approach to renovating, this 
home, which set a suburb 
record when it sold for $3,060,000, 
was as much a labour of love as 
a success story for Australian Cherie 
Barber of Renovating For Profit 
(renovatingforprofit.com.au) . 

Bought in April 2008 for $950,000, 
it was barely liveable, but Cherie saw 
the potential to create a stunning 
home on the original 1890s bones. 

Many elements made this house 
special. It was double-fronted and built 
on a generous 411m 2 block of land. 

It was on a great street in a suburb 
that had been slated for high capital 
growth.

While the interior was a wreck and 
the wrong layout for a contemporary 
residence, the footprint of the original 
building provided a surprisingly 
practical framework to work with.

K nowing the house is properly 
locked up and protected is 
a critical part of enjoying a 
break and it pays to review 
security methods before going away. 

A thief needs only seconds to 
decide if your place is an easy target 
and even people with alarms and 
watchful neighbours can get burgled. 

Always lock up, whether you're 
away for five minutes or five weeks. 
Intruders can be in and out very 
quickly as they're after easy-to-grab 
items like laptops that are light to 
carry and simple to pawn.

According to experts, most home 
intrusions are opportunistic so any 
steps taken to make the house less 
inviting are positive. Good lighting 
is a simple yet powerful solution. 

A well-lit entrance and pathway 
is convenient for the homeowner 
but is a big factor in deterring 
a would-be thief. Sensor security lights 
set to avoid activation by animals 
or passers-by are the best option. 

O FOR ENTRY DOORS get lamps that 
use two bulbs so the light still works 
even if a bulb burns out. Two bulbs 
also provide a broader spread of light. 

ON PATHS AND DRIVEWAYS a post 
light at the end is probably enough, 
although for longer stretches 
consider low-voltage ground lighting 
at intervals along the path. 

UNDER WINDOWS install uplights 
or fixtures mounted in the ground 
to direct light up through trees and 
shrubs, choosing low-voltage lamps. 

UNDER THE DECK if you have 
a basement door or a window that 
opens, it should be lit. Use a standard 
fixture with a motion sensor. 

ABOVE GARAGE DOORS mount 
a motion detector floodlight. > 
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Many giveaway signs that a home 
is empty include an overflowing 
letterbox, unkempt lawn, closed 
curtains and an empty driveway. 

Offenders need only do a quick 
drive-by at night to check if the house 
remains unlit to confirm if the owners 
are away. Use timers for lights so it 
looks like someone is always home. 

Experts also recommend leaving 
your car or a friend's vehicle parked 
in the driveway while you're away to 
make the house appear occupied 
to burglars doing a quick scan.

TAKING OUT INSURANCE 


Adequate insurance is essential. The 
security measures affect the premium, 
with most companies offering discounts 
for higher levels of home protection. 

Premiums can be reduced if all 
accessible doors and windows are fitted 
with key-lockable deadlocks, security 


doors or grilles. Alarms also have 
a positive impact on premiums. 

The margin increases with the 
value of the home contents, so the 
higher the value of possessions 
insured, the more complex the 
security requirements. 


Keep a low profile 

Social networking is a great way 
to stay in touch but be careful 
with the information you give out. 

Many users post online that 
they’re at a resort or away for the 
weekend but they should be wary 
of thieves who can connect the 
dots about where they live and 
the fact they’re away from home. 

Be sensible with your tablet 
or smartphone while away and 
don’t post your holiday status on 
sites like Facebook and Twitter. 
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Burglars love backyard sheds 
because they're usually full 
of valuable gardening items 
and power tools. 

Apart from housing 
great booty for thieves, 
they're also usually out 
of sight of neighbours 
and pedestrians who might 
otherwise notice and report 
any suspicious activity. 

Always make sure your 
shed, as well as the house, is 
locked, especially if it contains 
useful tools like a crowbar for 
breaking open a lock or 
window into the home. 

TIP Make sure your 
rubbish and recycling bins 
are put away out of sight 
rather than being left 
on the street for days. >

To achieve maximum results in your 
vegetable garden, picking the right 
spot is an important factor. 

GSUN Vegetables require as much sun 
as possible, except for lettuce, which 
likes to be shaded from the afternoon 
sun during the hot months. 

Planting lettuce on the south 
side of a taller crop, such as corn, 
will provide adequate shade. 

© WIND Sheltered vegetable gardens 
have shown an increase in yield by 
up to 50% over those that are subject 
to windy conditions.

MAXIMISE 
YOUR SPACE 

The size of your garden and the time 
you want to spend tending a vegie 
patch dictates its area. Try these ways 
to make the most of your space. 

O CONSIDER the space/yield ratio if 
space is limited. Spinach, radishes, 
carrots, beetroots, shallots, silverbeet 
and lettuces require minimal room but 
give a high yield. Carrots and beetroots 
can be picked or thinned and eaten at 
the baby stage, allowing room for the 
rest of the crop to reach maturity. 

© USE vertical space. Any existing 
fences and teepees can support 
climbing vegies like beans and peas. 

O INTERCROP the plants so one type 
can be harvested before the other has 
matured. Lettuces can be grown 
between tomatoes and picked before 
the tomato plants have started bearing. 
© PLANT vegies closer together than 
recommended, but ensure that they 
are fed and watered regularly. > 


Entice helpful insects 

Beneficial insects can do the 
work of insecticides and are 
worth encouraging into the garden. 

Almost all plants offer shelter 
to pest-eating beneficial insects, 
but some have characteristics that 
make them particularly enticing. 

Make sure you plant them 
near or among your vegetables. 


Excellent sources of pollen 
and nectar, the flowers of the daisy 
family (Asteraceae) are favourites 
of lacewings, ladybirds, assassin 
bugs, hoverflies and parasitic wasps. 

The plants in the mint family 
(Lamiaceae) attract hoverflies and 
bees while parasitic wasps, ladybirds, 
hoverflies and lacewings love plants 
in the carrot family (Apiaceae).

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Companion planting is based on the 
idea that plants can benefit from others 
when planted in close proximity. 

While the concept arose mainly 
from traditional belief, there is evidence 
to support it. This scientific evidence is 
found in biochemical pest suppression. 

Certain compounds produced by 
plants have a regulatory or inhibitory 
effect, as in the case of the nematicide 
thiophen. Produced by marigolds, it 
helps discourage nematodes when 
they are planted in vegetable gardens. 

Plants also complement each other, 
such as when the roots of some live 
close to the surface while those of 
others penetrate to greater depths. 

Legumes, like peas and beans, are 
able to convert atmospheric nitrogen 
to benefit themselves and other plants. 

Known as symbiotic nitrogen 
fixation, this process makes it advisable 
to grow legumes close to crops that 
require high levels of nitrogen, such 
as lettuces, cabbages and spinach.

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CROP ROTATION 


The practice of rotating crops is a good 
means of pest and disease control, as 
it avoids the build-up of soil-dwelling 
pests and pathogens such as harmful 
nematodes and potato scab. 

If you plant potatoes in one spot in 
the garden, follow it with a crop from 
a different family the next year. 

Crop rotation also means that 
the nutrients in the soil can be used 
logically. Following leaf crops that 
require lots of nitrogen by root crops 
that don't is a good example of this.

O PLANT In northern regions, sow 
seeds, but in colder areas, plant 
seedlings so the fruit can mature 
before the cool weather arrives. 

© GROW Fertilise with a complete 
plant food when the first flowers 
appear. Capsicums are green before 
they ripen and turn red, yellow or 
purple as they mature. 

HARVEST Pick capsicums with 
part of the stem attached. They can 
be eaten raw, roasted or chargrilled, 
and are delicious filled with your 
favourite stuffing, then baked. 


PLANT Sow seeds into damp soil 
where the plants are to grow. Don't 
overwater while they are germinating. 

GROW Fertilise when flowers appear 
and water regularly as the pods begin 
to swell. You can grow dwarf beans or 
plant climbing beans on a sunny wall 
or fence with wire attached for support. 
© HARVEST Pick fresh for the table. 
Excess may be frozen or pickled. 

To prepare beans for freezing, 
blanch them in boiling water, then 
cool under running water.

0 PLANT Sow the seeds where the 
plants are to grow. 

© GROW Water regularly and feed 
fortnightly with a soluble plant food. 

O HARVEST Cucumbers come in 
different shapes and sizes.

© PLANT Sow seeds where the plants 
are to grow. The seedlings will emerge 
in about 5-8 days. 

0 GROW Apply a liquid fertiliser for 
flowers and fruit fortnightly. The roots 
will be ready to harvest in 6-8 weeks. 
© HARVEST Pick radishes while they 
are small to prevent them becoming 
tough and stringy. The young leaves 
are delicious in salads.

© PLANT Sow seeds where the plants 
are to grow in deep, well-drained soil. 
The soil should be free from stones 
or lumpy organic matter to prevent 
the roots becoming misshapen. 

The seedlings may take 2-3 weeks 
to emerge, so keep the bed damp.

© GROW Apply a liquid plant food for 
fruit and vegetables every three weeks.

Sweetcorn 

O PLANT Sweetcorn grows better 
from seed than seedlings. Sow the 
seeds in a block rather than rows 
to ensure pollination. 

0 GROW Water regularly, especially 
when the corncobs start forming. Feed 
every three weeks with a fertiliser for 
flowers and fruit. Sweetcorn may be 
grown in large tubs if space is limited. 
0 HARVEST Corncobs are ready 
to be harvested when the silk has 
turned brown. Pick them with 
a downward, twisting motion. Any 
excess can be frozen or pickled. 


0 PLANT Sow the seeds where the 
plants are to grow in garden beds or 
pots. Choose a spot that receives 
shade from the hot afternoon sun. 

O GROW Regular watering and 
a fortnightly application of a soluble 
plant food will ensure there are 
enough leaves for the salad bowl. 

Pick-and-come-again varieties are 
good for planting in pots. 

HARVEST Pick the leaves as needed. 
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0 PLANT Sow the seeds where the 
plants are to grow in saucer-shaped 
troughs on mounded soil, so water 
is directed to the roots. 

0 GROW Water regularly and feed 
monthly with a soluble plant food. 
Many pumpkins grow on large running 
vines and can take up a lot of space. 

'Butternut' is smaller growing and 
will grow on a trellis. 'Golden Nugget' 
is a non-running bush variety that can 
be grown in beds or a large tub. 

0 HARVEST Cut from the vine with 
a little of the stalk attached. Whole 
pumpkins will keep for up to two 
months in a cool, well-ventilated spot. 



Zucchini 

O PLANT Sow the seeds directly into 
a slight depression on top of a raised 
mound, allowing lm between the 
plants. In cool areas, plant seedlings. 
0 GROW Apply a soluble fertiliser for 
flowers and fruit every three weeks. 
O HARVEST Zucchinis crop quickly, 
so you'll be harvesting about 8-10 
weeks from sowing. Pick them 
when they are 100-150mm long to 
encourage further crops. The male 
flowers can be picked and eaten.

BUILD A 

GARDEN BED 

Install a raised timber planter to grow 
vegetables and herbs in your backyard 




/ Grow flowers, edibles and 
even small trees in raised 
garden beds. They’re the 
best solution to poor soil and can 
be tailored to suit any space. 

Hardwood timber sleepers 
make an ideal building material, 
as you can tailor the height of the 
bed. They’re also durable and 
won’t leach harmful chemicals. 

Fill the bed with a premium 
garden soil mix, then water and 
fertilise plants regularly. 











© Set out the bed 

Lay the sleepers for the long sides on 
the grass where the bed is to be built. 
Measure the distance between them at 
each end to get the length of the short 
sides and to make sure the sleepers for 
the long sides are square. Measure and 
mark the sleepers for the short sides. 



© Cut the sleepers 

Use a circular saw to cut the sleepers 
for the short sides to length. If your 
garden bed is longer than one sleeper, 
halve the total length and use this 
figure to cut two sleepers to size for the 
long sides to ensure the joint between 
the sleepers is in the centre of the bed. 



© Assemble the frame 

Position the short sleepers between 
the long sleepers at either end to 
form a rectangle. Check that all 
four corners are square, then drill 
pilot holes and secure the sleepers 
with two batten screws at each 
corner to create the frame.

Drive stakes into the ground on 
the inside of the bed using a mallet, 
securing them to the sleepers with 
four galvanised screws. If joining two 
sleepers together for the long sides, 
position stakes at each joint, securing 
with two screws into each sleeper.

'I spilled fertiliser and killed a patch 
of grass. So I reseeded, but nothing 
happened. When I laid turf over it, 
the turf died. What can I do?' 
SOLUTION It's contaminated soil 
you're up against, and this is 
a problem that's easy to remedy. 

Turn the soil over, then dig 
deep and flip over clumps of soil. 
This buries the most contaminated 
top layer far down where the 
contaminants will dissipate before 
new roots grow. 

Flood the area 
with water for at least 
15 minutes to drive 
the contaminants 
deeper, then you're 
ready for seed or turf.

/ Heavy potted plants 

‘I move pots about so that 
I always have flowers in 
bloom on my deck, but some are 
too heavy. Can I lighten them?’ 
SOLUTION Fill the pot one-third 
to one-half full with foam packing 
peanuts, from office supply 
stores, and cover with landscape 
fabric. Then top up the pot with 
a good-quality potting mix. 

While this planting method 
lessens the weight of the pot, it 
will need more frequent watering 
due to the reduced amount of soil. 
Cover the potting mix with bark 
mulch to help retain moisture. > 
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'One of my fence posts is rotting 
away and needs replacing, but I'm 
not sure how to get the concrete 
footing out of the ground/ 

SOLUTION It's not complicated, but 
you'll work up a sweat. Dig a hole the 
same depth as the concrete around 
one side of the footing. Make it large 


enough so you can get a good swing 
at the concrete with a sledgehammer. 

When you've knocked off half the 
concrete, you and a helper should be 
able to lift the post out of the hole. 
TIP The post may break off while 
it's being lifted. If it does, tie a rope 
around the footing to lift it out. 



Spots of dead grass 

'There are 100mm wide areas 
on the lawn with dead grass in 
the middle. I wonder if my dog 
could be causing them?' 
SOLUTION You are right. They’re 
called dog spots and occur when 
a dog wees in the same area and 
the urine burns the grass roots. 

Give your pet lots of water and 
soak its favourite areas to flush 
out the salts. Also train it to wee in 
a special spot and mulch the area. 

Dig out the dead spots and 
replant the affected area. 
OS0AK THE SPOT to dilute the 
acids and salts from the urine and 
wash them deeper into the soil. 

® SCRAPE UP the dead grass 
with a hand rake, then loosen 
the soil to 20mm deep. 

©ADD A THIN LAYER of topsoil, 
then grass seed, covering with 
another thin layer of soil. Keep 
the area moist until the new 
grass is about 50mm high. 
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/ Invasive plants 

‘I love my black-eyed Susans 
and lilies, but they’re taking 
over the garden and choking other 
plants. How can I stop the invasion?’ 
SOLUTION Many plants multiply by 
dropping seeds and sending out 
roots. A layer of mulch will prevent 
the seeds from taking root. 

But a solid barrier is needed to 
stop those aggressive roots. The 
spreading plants can be replanted 
inside underground enclosures. 

Use a plastic plant pot or bucket, 
making sure it is big enough to 
extend at least 250mm below ground 
so the roots can’t sneak underneath. 

Simply cut off the base of the 
container and position it in the 
ground, then add the plant. 0 



'A few shrubs need removing from 
the yard, but the roots won't budge. 
How can I get them out?' 

SOLUTION Use leverage. Dig around 
the base of the shrub, cut the roots 
you can get at, and lay pieces of 
plywood on either side of the roots. 

Position a jack stand or concrete 
blocks on one side and the jack on the 
other. Lay a timber beam on top and 
tie the root to the beam with a chain. 
Use an 1800mm length of 140 x 75mm 
timber for the beam. 

You'll be applying hundreds of 
kilograms of pulling force, so the 
beam and chain must be strong. 

Wearing eye protection, raise the 
jack, then cut the roots as they are 
exposed, reducing the tension on the 
chain beforehand. 

TIP If you max out the jack's height 
before all the roots are free, use 
blocks to increase the beam height.
